MANAGEMENT GF BEDERAL OFFICE SPACE 
By virtue of the authority vested in me by the Federal Property 
and Administrative Services .Act of 1949, as amended, and as Presi- 
dent of the United States, it is hereby ordered as follows: 


Srcrion 1. The Administrator of General Services (hereinafter re 
ferred as the Administrator) shall initiate and maintain plans and 
programs for the effective and efficient acquisition and utilization of 
Tederally-owned and leased oflice space located in the states of the 
United States or in the District of Columbia or in Puerto Rico (here- 
inafter termed “in the United States”). The Administrator shall 
prepare and issue standards and criteria for the use of such oilice 
space and shall periodically undertake surveys of space requirements 
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wud space utilization in the exectiiive agencies and initiate’ actions 
and formulate programs to meet the essential ofice space requirenients 
of executive agencies, Tn carrying out these functions, the Adminis- 
trator shall (a) coordinate proposed programs and plans for office 
buildings and space with the Bureau of the Budget, (b) obtain trom 
the Civil Serviee Commission and the Office of Emergency Planning 
any information in the possession of those agencies which may bear 
Upon such programs and plans, (c) take steps to relate programs for 
Federal ofiiee space to urban and metropolitan area planning and 
redoyeclopment. objectives, (a) seek the cooperation of the heads of 
the executive agencies concerned with any of the foregoing, and (c) 
amnually submit long-range plans and programs for the acquisition, 
modernization, and use of space for approval by the President. 

Sec. 2. In carrying out the provisions of Section 210(c) of the 
Federal Property and Administrative Services Act of 1949, as 
amended (40 U.S.C. 490(e)): ; 

(a) The Administrator, and the heads of executive agencies, shall 
bo guided by the following policies for the assignment, reassignment, 
and utilization of office buildings and space in the United States: 

(1) Primary consideration shall be given to the efficient yer- 
formance of the missions and prograins of the exccutive agencies, with 
due regard for the convenience of the public served and the mainte- 
nance and improvement of the working conditions of employees; ” 

(2) Maximum use shall be made of existing Government-owwfed 
permanent buildings which ave adequate or econornically adaptable 
to the space needs of executive agencies; : 

(8) Suitable privately-owned space shall be acquired only when 
satistactory Government-owned space is not available, and only at 
rental charges which are consistent with prevailing scales in’ the 
community for comparable facilities; 

(4) Space planning and assignments shall take into account the 
objective of consolidating agencies and constituent parts thereof in 
common or adjacent space for the purpose of improving management 
and administration ; ; 

(5) The quality of office space for Government operations shall be 
appropriate for the efficient and economical performance of govern- 
mental activities, while affording employees safe, healthful, and con- 

venient conditions of employment. 

(b) The Administrator shall assign and reassign office space in the 
United States upon his determination thet such assignment or re- 
assignment will serve to improve the management and administration 
of governmental activities and services, and will foster economy and 
efficiency. Prior to making such determinations, the Administrator 
shall consult with the heads of the executive agencies concerned and 
take fully into account their vequirements, consistent with his re- 
sponsibilities. In the event that a head of an agency deems space 
assigned or reassigned to his agency to be unsuitable, and the agency 
head and the Administrator are unable to resolve the matter, the 
former, as promptly as may be practicable and in no event later than 
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ihe efeetive date of (he Adiainistvatoms assigninent om reassignment, 
may mske a written report Cherco!, ineludiag information and views 
percinent Chereta, fo the President or to the Direclor of the Durex 
ofthe Budgei. 

Nee 3. Phe heads of executive agencies shall (a) cooperate with 
and assist (he Administrator in carrying out his responsibilities re- 
specting olive buildings and space, (b) take measures to give the 
Achninistrator early notice of new or changing space requirenients, 
(c) seek fo economize in their requirements for space, and (d) review 
continuously their needs forspace tn and near the District of Columbia, 
taking into account the feasibility of decentralizing services or activ- 
ities which can be carried on elsewhere without excessive costs or 
significant loss of efiiciency. 

Suc. 4. The provisions of this order shall be subject to applicable 
provisions of law (including applicable provisions of any reorgani- 
zation plan). 

Sec. 5. To the extent that it pertains to office space and buildings, 
the letter of the President to the Administrator, General Services 
Administration, dated August 31, 1960, is hereby superseded.

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ADMINISTRATION OF THE AGRICULTURAL TRAD DEVELOSMENT AND 
ASSISTANCE ACY OF 1954, AS AMENDED 

By virtue of the authority vested in me by Section 801 of Title 3 

of the United States Code, and as President of the United States, it 
is ordered that Executive Order No. 10900 of January 5, 1961, as 
amended, be, and it is hereby, further amended as follows: 

(1) By substituting for Section 4(a) the following: 

“Suro. +t. Horeign currencies. (a) (1) Foreign currencies which ac- 
crue under Title I of the Act may be used for the purposes set forth 
in Section 104 of the Act in amounts consonant with applicable pro- 
visions of law and of sales agreements and loan agreements. Ex- 
cept as may be inconsistent with such law or agreements, priority 

“shall be accorded to the sale of such currencies to appropriations 
or to their sale otherwise for dollars. ‘To such extent as he may deem 
necessary, the Director of the Bureau of the Budget shall fix the 
amounts of such currencies to be used for the purposes set forth in 
Section 104. The Director shall notify the Secretary of the Treasury 
with respect to any amounts so fixed. 

“(2) The function conferred upon the President by the penultimate 
proviso of Section 104 of the Act of waiving the applicability of 
Section 1415 of the Supplemental Appropriation Act, 1953 (31 U-S.C. 
724), is hereby delegated to the Secretary of State in respect of Section 
104(e) of the Act and to the Director of the Bureau of the Budget 
in all other respects.” 
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
